placed in the ground and a leaky 
roof in part of the school building.

Also approved was a request by 


Seale to redistribute the $2 tax 
rate by revising the ratio. The 
change was from $1.40 for 
maintenance operation and 60 
cents for bond retirement, to a 
new ratio of $1.50 for main- 
tenance operation and 50 cents 
for bond retirement. Seale said 
the change in no way results in a 
tax raise for any taxpayer, that it 
simply is a redistribution.

99-Year Sentence 


Given in Murder 


Of Malone Marshall 


WACO—A jury here assessed a 


90-year prison sentence against 
Willard G. Christopher Wed- 
nesday after he pleaded guilty to 
the March 25 slaying of Malone 
City Marshall Milton Boortz near 
Irene following the armed rob- 
bery of the Little Herman's 
Package Store in Malone. 


Christopher was originally 


scheduled to come to trial 
Monday along with co-defendants 
Benny Walker and James W. 
Hughes, but when Hill County 
District Attorney Bobby Dohoney 
withdrew his request for the 
death 
penalty, 
Christopher 


changed his earlier "not guilty" 
plea. 


According 
to 
police, 


Christopher admitted he was the 
one who shot Boortz after a car 
containing three men was curbed 
by the marshal following the 
holdup. 54th District Court Judge 
Carl Anderson told The Daily Sun 
this morning, however, that 
Christopher's confession did not 
include his admission of having 
pulled the trigger, although he 
did admit he was involved in the 
robbery and in the car when the 
marshal was shot. 


While 
awaiting 
trial, 


Christopher once escaped from 
the Hill County jail but was later 
recaptured.

Navarro, 
The Man" was 


narrated by McAfee Daniel 
Saturday evening at the Jose 
Navarro celebration in memory 
of Alva Taylor. About 75 people 
attended the activities at Pioneer 
Village at Jester Park. 


Daniel, head of the department 


of languages as Navarro Junior 
College, told how Navarro's 
father left the tiny country of 
Corsica and set sail for Vera Cruz 
as a youth, eventually becoming 
a soldier in Texas. 


Daniel noted that Jose Antonio 


Navarro was said to have been 


As a youth, Navarro injured his 


leg and walked with a limp the 
rest of his life. He practiced iaw 
and married a young woman 
when he was 30 years of age. He 
became involved in mercantile, 
ranching and other business and 
knew influential leaders such as 
Stephen F. Austin. His affiliation 
with the white settlers gave him a 
reputation as an "Anglecized 
Mexican." 


Navarro joined Austin in his 


opposition of Santa Anna's forces 
and supported Austin in Texas 
politics later.

and sent Navarro to a castle 
prison in Vera Cruz, where he 
was kept in solitary confinement. 
At one point during his stay at the 
prison, Santa Anna ordered the 
guards to open Navarro's cell 
door so Navarro would ask for the 
Mexican leader's mercy, but 
Navarro remained silent. 


As time passed, Navarro was 


given more freedoms at the 
prison, and as he was walking 
near the shore one day an 
American vessel offered to take 
him to Texas. He was received as 
a hero in Texas and in 1845 was 
asked to help write the con- 
stitution for the State of Texas. 


In 1846 the state legislature 


named Navarro County in honor 
of the hero, and Navarro gave the 
name of Corsicana to the town 
which would be the county seat. 


According to Daniel, when 


Navarro died in 1871 the funeral 
procession in his honor was the 
longest in the history of San 
Antonio.

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


officials are keeping close watch 
on Soviet deployment in Egypt 
amid some skepticism here over 
how many Russians actually will 
pull out. 


President Anwar Sadat's sur- 


prise announcement of an end to 
"the mission of Soviet military 
advisers and experts" underlined 
the most serious Moscow-Cairo 
dispute since Russian military 
personnel were invited into 
Egypt two years ago. 


Sadat also said that "all the 


military equipment and in- 
stallations set up within Egyptian 
territory ... are to be the ex- 
clusive property of the Arab 
Republic of Egypt and under the 
administration of our armed 
forces." 


But the Cairo announcement 


gave no figures on how many of 
an estimated 15,000 Russians in 
Egypt were supposed to leave. 


While Sadat was quoted as 


saying the move was "actually 
implemented in full" Monday, 
there was no independent word 
here yet of any large scale 
Russian withdrawal. 


The authoritative Cairo news- 


paper Al Ahram said today that 
the pull-out will not apply to So- 
viet military men who are 
training Egyptian forces. 


Of the 15,000, approximately 


half are rated here as "advisers 
and experts" and the rest are 
believed to be in Soviet units 
assigned to the Mediterranean 
and to Egypt's air defense. 


Cairo's wording about "mili- 


tary 
equipment 
and 
in- 


stallations," some experts sug- 
gest, may be ambiguous enough 
to be carried out by only a 
symbolic Egyptian takeover 
while continuing to permit 
Russian use of bases. 


Nonetheless, Sadat made plain 


Egypt's disagreement with the 
Soviet Union, her big power 
supporter and supplier of billions 
of dollars worth of arms aid. 


He said the two remain friends. 


But he complained of Soviet 
failure to deliver promised arms 
in 1971, the year he said was to 
have been "decisive" against 
Israel. And he indicated Moscow 
turned him down further this 
year on weaponry for an of- 
fensive against Israel. 


How far the Kremlin and Sadat 


will go to patch up this still-in-the- 
family dispute is going to be of 
prime interest to Washington 
strategists. 


Moscow's fortunes have run 


unevenly in the 
strategically 


important, oil-rich Mideast in 
recent times while U.S. author- 
ities say America's stock is rising 
from its low in the Arab world 
after the 1967 war. 


Yemen resumed diplomatic 


relations with the United States 
July 1. The Sudan is expected to 
follow suit shortly. Both broke 
ties with Washington in 1967. Both 
received sizeable Soviet aid 
before veering away 
from 


Moscow.

To Solve Problem 


Of Choosing Job 


WASHINGTON

Americans could work toward 
finding or changing their careers 
from a few years beyond the 
cradle to just short of the grave 
under a program 
being put 


together by some states and the 
federal government. 


If all works out well, it means 


that school children will have a 
fairly good idea of what they 
want to do in life by the time 
they're in their teens. 


It also means that young 


adults, people automated out of 
their current job or the retired 
will be able to return to an 
educational institution, perhaps 
to change their entire direction in 
the world of work. 


U.S. Education Commission 


Sidney P. Marland Jr. said ca- 
reer education would eliminate 
the artificial separation between 
things academic and things 
vocational. 


"The student," said Marland, 


"would be equipped occupatio- 
nally, academically and emo- 
tionally to spin off from the 
system at whatever age he 
chooses—whether at age 16 as a 
craftsman apprentice or age 30 
as a surgeon or age 60 as a newly 
trained practical nurse." 


Career education should not, 


officials say, be confused with 
vocational education, which is 
not as broad. 


Under the career education 


program, children entering kin- 
dergarten will be exposed to the 


world of work under a "career 
awareness" program that would 
continue through the sixth grade. 


The government has broken 


20,000 jobs into 15 job clusters, 
each under a general heading 
such as the "world of manufac- 
turing" or the "world of con- 
struction." 


During those first years of 


school, each student should find 
something in two or three clus- 
ters that interests him or her. In 
junior high, grades 7 through 9, 
they will explore these careers in 
depth. 


For instance, a child might be 


interested in the "world of 
construction"—but 
deciding 


whether to be an architect, en- 
gineer or skilled craftsman would 


involve more investigation, in- 
cluding field trips to talk to 
people on the job. 


Students planning professional 


careers would follow a high 
school curriculum that would 
prepare them for college but 
which also would give them some 
work 
experience. 
Student 


planning to work after high 
school would receive additional 
work experience while in school. 


All students would still get 


preparation in the basic subjects: 
English, mathematics, science 
and the fine arts, sometimes 
taught in a way helpful for their 
particular careers. 


Excitement over the career 


education concept, said one fed- 
eral official, is the greatest he 


has ever witnessed. 


"I've never seen so little fed- 


eral money trigger so much re- 
sponse," said Dr. Sidney C. High, 
who supervises the U.S. Office of 
Education mini-model career 
education programs in 50 states. 


A spokesman said that the 


federal government spent $114 
million in Fiscal 1972 under the 
general heading of career edu- 
cation and expenditures of $168 
million are projected in Fiscal 
1973. 


The federal program is broken 


up into small model projects, 
which High administers, and four 
major career models: School- 


based, Employer-based, Home- 
based and Residential. 


These models cost a little over 


$20 million in Fiscal 1972 and are 
designed to develop a solution to 
the problem of 2.5 million 
students 
leaving 
formal 


education systems each year 
without adequate job prepara- 
tion. 


The Center for Vocational and 


Technical Education of Ohio 
State University is administering 
the school-based model, with help 
from six school districts across 
the country. Each district is 
developing material for 15 job 
clusters.
